Long 
after midnight the brave men ga\re 
up their battle. Their suffering was 
intense. One ol the surf men trom this 
city, Bnoch E. Rose-man, was lountl to 
be badly frozen and he was. carried in 
nil almost unconscious condition Irom 
il'e beach to the station, where medi- 
cal assistance was rendered. All dur- 
ing the night residents of Ihe place 
lined the»bearh and watched Jbe burn- 
ing chip through 
marine 
glasses. 


When the tire was at its height the 
I'anies leaped into The air. Today 
smoke is issuing from the hulk, which 
appears to be drifting in the ico. The 
schooner was first seen about six 
miles off Cape May Saturday night. 
It is believed she was then caught in 
the ice, which finally started a leak 
and led thr captain to set fire to the 
ship and abandon her.

MARCONI'S SIGNALS. 


Hovr Do They ]«>p Thronsli Spue* 


From Continent to Continent? 


How did Marconi's signals coin*1 


across from Cornwall to the Newfound- 
land shores? There is ti curving lilll 
of water nn.l earth crust 110 miles 
high In between. Did the electric waves 
go over the hill or through it or how?

•w.-ukl multe water opaque to these 
electrical waves, as It is, in large quan- 
tity, to light. Either way. it seems as 
if the signals didn't come straight 
through. 
They went round the hill. 


In thin case they must somehow have 
followed the c-urvina; earth. Bui how? 
The accepted idea ts that the vibrations 
Marconi uses are just long, invisible 
light waves. And light goes straight. 


I'rol'i'&sor Fleming thinlcs the waves 


might bend, or, it rimy he. the upper 
air, being highly ruroiiotl, is also 
opaque to tfcein, like water. This 
would form a shell round the earth, 
in which the signals might travel any- 
where. 
Would they po clear round? 


And if they did \\oukl they stop when 
they got back to where they started or 
keep going round and round? 
Evi- 


dently, until they hud boon}absorbed 
by substances like the metals. 


IJut what becomes of the waves 


then? Do they set up u cm rent of or- 
dinary electiic-Uy? 
If Unit be true. 


then they c.mld transmit power. There 
was a Kansas professor named ttlako 
who had this idea some years ag). 
He was quite sure the'fulls of the Nile 
could be made to run London and Ni- 
agara to turn corn grinders and run 
mowing machines out on his native 
plains. 


This matter of long distance trans- 


mission I* the great electrical problem 
of the day. and it may bo the Hertz 
waves will bring the solution. If thcj 
should, coal mines could shut up shop. 
Here is a wide liekl. and. inasmuch as 
about every nation in Europe has been 
uhead of us in perfecting the wireless 
telegraph, this is a chance to even up.

TRANSVAAL WAR LOSSES. 


•HtUb

Whole Boer Army. 


The war ofilco at London has Jnst 


published a summary of the British 
tosses in South Africa. Up to Jan. & 
th* total reduction of the forces from 
death or permanent disability was 25 - 
J05 aien. The total of the casualties, 
Including 
surviving 
wounded, was 


X.240 officers and 100,701 men. 


i'he estimated population of the 


Transvaal at the beginning of the war 
was 125,000 persons—men,-woinen and 
children. Tbe population of the Or- 
ange Free State was 210,000. 


At no time has the strength of tbr 


Boer army been estimated by the Brit- 
ish at 30,000. Last October the British 
estimate was 11,000. Last December 
Botha, commanding the Boar forces, 
reported to Kruger that he bad 24,000 
men In the field, and this included 
those from the Transvaal, Orange 
Free State and Cape Colony. 


It will be noted, therefore, i'hat the 


Boers have killed or permanently dis- 
abled more British soldiers than the 
Boers bad in their whole army, says 
the New York World. They have, in 
addition, wounded more or less severe- 
ly over three times their own fighting 
strength. One Boer soldier, on an av- 
erage, has killed one British soldier and 
wounded from three to four others. 
The British casualties to officers alone 
amount numerically to one-fifth of the 
Boer army. 


Tbe number of British killed and 


wounded since tbe war began is more 
than one-third of the entire Boer pop 
ulatlon of a year ago. Since then many 
women and children have died in the 
concentration camps, and it is doubt 
ful if the population of the Boers at 
this time would reach 275,000, more 
than 100,000 of whom are now in the 
concentration camps. 


Not Included in the casualty list pub- 


lished by the war office are the soldiers 
who have been seut homo because of 
disability resulting from disease. Last 
month the war ofiice reported that G4,- 
330 men had been invalided home, but 
added that the majority had recovered 
and rejoined their commands. 


The war has cost the British govern- 


ment about $800,000,000 to date.

Had the Pom 
peiians no love of home, or were they 
loo superstitious, or did their terror of 
the eruption *make them believe The 
disaster might come again? 


Drinking Water In the 


For many years after the close of the 


civil war water was not generally dis- 
tilled in vessels of the navy except on 
long voyages. Later on medical statis- 
tics showed that in ships where dis- 
tilled water only was used there was 
almost an entire freedom from dysen- 
tery and entsric fevers, while these dis- 
orders were more or less common in 
vessels that used water purchased In 
different ports. 
Gradually the prac- 


tice of distilling water for drinking 
purposes became general, and now 
shore water is seldom purchased, the 
distilling plants of our ships being am- 
ple for all demands.—Argonaut.

OUR NATIVE PLUMS. 


•eeomlna; Mqjre Popular Every Year. 


Growing: and Marketing. 
: Native plums are looking up, in the 
estimation of the horticulturists. Com- 
mending them in vllural New Yorker,' 
F. Cranefield of Wisconsin tells how 
an Iowa man, who has produced many 
Of ,the best varieties of native plums 
now on the market, grows them: 


As the seedling plum trees are plant- 


ed six feet apart each way for econo- 
my of space accl after the second year 
cultivation is Impracticable, the or- 
chards have been heavily mulched. So 
far this has proved highly satisfactory 
in all respects. Marsh hay has been 
largely used for mulching as well as oth- 
er coarse material free from weed seed. 
This method has also been employed 
in the older orchards. It is necessary 
to renew the mulch once a year in or- 
der to keep down weeds and grass. 


A space of about 20 by 100 feet was 


heavily mulched (about four inches) 
last spring with cinders. This seems

to serve the purpose as well as hay 
In conserving moisture and preventing 
the growth of weeds and srass. It is 
probable that a mulch of some sort 
vjiJJ.prove the best plan for the home 
plum orchard. The native plum seems 
to thrive better under this method of 
culture than other orchard irtnts. 


• ' Sotere thinning is practiced, begin- 


ning when danger from curculio is 
past. 
The pluuis at this stage are 


usually one-fourth to one-thhd grown 
and are thinned so that the remaining 
fruits are about one inch apart. This 
is somewhat expensive, especially with 
lafge trees, but will always prove prof- 
itable. Large plums are wanted, and 
only large plums will sell for a pood 
price. The cut illustrates the benefits 
derived from thinning. 


Mr. Cranefleld says the increasing 


demand for native plums in his local 
market is gratifying. 
The fruit was 


marketed in one-fifth bushel baskets 
and sold readily for $1.73 per bushel 
wholesale, and it 1s quite certain that 
tlie bpst fruits would have brought .?>:} 
yer.bushel If that price had been ask- 
ed. This was considerable more than 
pea Gives brought. 
The plums were 


picked from the trees while still firm 
and sorted before being sent to niar- 


• kefc_ This is a paying operation and if 


carefully done need not injure the 
fruit. It Is surprising how much the 
appearance of the baskets may be im- 
proved by the rejection of a sma'l per- 
centage of Inferior fruit.

X always sell readily for jelly fruit. 


Among varieties Wyant, Forest Gar- 


3en and Quaker still hold their own 
for size and quality. 
Ilawkeyc and 


Stoddard are large and attractive, but 
coarse and sour. Surprise, North Star 
\iiifi Brittlewood are all excellent. 
Beatty, Smith, Etta, Silas Wilson, 
Keith and Lottie are some of the new- 
er varieties. 


Of the various species of the native 


plum the Americana group is best 
adapted to the northwestern states. 


OUR NAVAL CHAPLAINS. 


"^ Air nnd Heat For House Plant*. 


As regards airing the plants, it is 


perhaps sufficient to say that what in 
this respect is healthful for human 
lungs will suit the plants. But do not 


^Torget that the pla'nts cannot take a 


walk on a pleasant day; hence fresh air 
should frequently be admitted to them 
from the window. In nature all trees 
and plants ba've their seasons of growth' 
and of rest, a principle "that must be 
observed in house plant culture. When 
therefore any plant, after a period oC 
growtn and bloom, shows signs of less- 
ening growth* water also should be 
somewhat withheld. In a state of rest 
from growth most kinds can get along 
with lessened light also, and this we 
may tfeke advantage of by putting such 
kinds as fuchsias, oleanders, hydran- 
geas aind scarlet geraniums in a light 
cellar while growth Is suspended. Al- 
most without exception it is best as 
the .end of the resting season ap- 
proaches, say In late 'winter, to shake 
tue old soil from the roots and repot 
tbe plants in fresh earth.

VMfatir Treatment They Rocelve. 


• At tbe recent New York Methodist 
preachers' meeting the Kev. G. B.« 
Strobridge, D. D., of Stamford, Conn., 
read a stKpng paper on the unfair treat- 
ment accorded to chaplains in the 
United States navy and criticised se- 
verely the abuses to which they are 
subjected, 


The pay of a chaplain Is $2,800, -with 


?100 ration money. ' This is his salary, 
however, only when he is at sea. When 
detailed for' shore duty, his support is 
reduced to ?2,300, and "waiting or- 
ders" is $1,1)00. 


When he is on shore duty, he is 


obliged to rout and furuish a\house or 
apartments at high rates in sotoe city, 
so as to be near'to his place of duty, 
and all our naval stations are at places 
where the In ing is costly. But tbe 
other officers who sit beside him at the 
table oa shipboard, when they are de- 
tailed for shore duty, have sumptuous 
houses of ten and twelve rooms lavish- 
ly furnished provided for them iu the 
navy yard at the expense of the gov- 
ernment. 
Xot only in their support, 


but also in their dress, the chaplains 
are oppressed by an odious distinction. 


Three years ago a board was ap- 


pointed to devise a uniform for the 
chaplains. This board consisted of two 
distinguished line officers and three 
chaplains. 
One of these chaplaius 


was the only one of the twenty-four- 
In the navy who opposed the use of a 
uniform. He brought m a minority re- 
port to that effect. 
The majority re- 


port advised the adoption of a fair and 
reasonable uniform. The secretary of 
the navy accepted tho majority report, 
and yet he was apparently so influenc- 
ed by the minority report that he mod- 
ified the recommendations of the ma- 
jority report to such a degree as to ren- 
der them largely nugatory. 


As a result of tills action of the sec- 


retary the chaplains were given a snt- 
istfnclory service uniform, but on dress 
occasions they are compelled to wear a 
tingle breasted, long tailed, bhad bellied 
frock coat. 


On account of this grotesque garb tho 


chaplain is ignored at all official or 
dress functions among the 
officers 


whether at home or abroad. 


Because this uniform of the chaplains 


is so I'ssenlially, indeed so absurdly, 
dlflorent from that worn by the other 
officers ouo of our most highly esteem- 
ed chaplains u as ordered below decks 
>y his admiral at the opening of thi? 
icrniau canal at Kiel •when Emperor 
William was passing and ro\ lowing 
the ships assembled there. This dis- 
graceful 
Incident 
became 
known 


throughout the service. It is true that 
ho na\y department reproved the ad- 
miral, but that could not undo the 
wrong inflicted 
upon the chaplain. 


When the great land parade was given 
in New York m honor of Admiral Dew- 
ey and the nation was thus expressing 
its joy in the return of the brave war- 
rior and its gratitude to God on account 
of the victorious war, not a single chap- 
lain had a part in the parade cither as 
a participant marching on foot or as a 
member of the naval service riding ia 
a carriage, and why? Simply because 
the uniform was not presentable. 


Congress-should immediately increase 


the number of chaplains. The present 
figure, twenty-four, thought to be 
enough when our naval force was 8,000 
men, 
is not sufficient with the navy 


now grown to 23,000. The result of 
this lack Is that at present there are 
several of our larger ships at sea with- 
out chaplains, although one of our lead- 
ing admirals says this never should be 
so, aud some of our shore stations are 
also without any. 


A crying iJomaud today is that a bu- 


reau for the chaplains be organized 
within the navy department. 
Every 


other corps is thus provided for. The 
chaplains have never had an official 
head from their own number, as is the 
case with all the other departments. 
For instance, at the bead of the sur- 
geons is a surgeon, at the head of the 
paymasters is a paymaster, at the head 
of the na-vnl constructors is a na^ffli 
constructor, but over the chaplains Is 
placed not a chaplain, but an admiral 
of the line, a perfect gentleman, of 
course, aud a competent disciplinarian, 
but of necessity out of touch with tho 
chaplains in tho tastes and feelings pe- 
culiar to their profession.

friends' families, meant to lend you a 
helping hand. We are taking away 
what stands to them in the place of a 
full purse and the use of an uplifting 
lever when we refuse to listen.—New 
York Post. 


A Itiilrtle aiaklng? Epocli. 


There hai e been epochs at which rid- 


dle making lias been more especially in 
vogue, and &uch epochs would appear 
to occur at scaf.oiis of fresh intellectual 
awakening. Such an epoch there was 
at the iirst glimmering of new intel- 
lectual lif,rht in the second half of the 
seventh century. This was the age of 
Aldhelrn, bishop of Shcrbornc, the first 
in the roll of Anglo-Latin poets. 
He 


left a considerable number of enigmas 
in Latin hexameters, and they have 
been repeatedly printed. 


Aldhclin died in 1709. 
Before his 


tune there v>as a collection of Latin 
riddles that bore tho name of Syrnpho- 
fcius. Of this work tho date is un- 
known. We only know that Aldhelm 
used it, and we may infer that it was 
then a recent product. The riddles of 
Symphosius were uniform in shape, 
consisting each of three hexameter 
lines.—Cornhill Magazine.

One of tbe mea 
lighted a flre and with a tomato can 
that he had picked up for frying wasi 
endeavoring to cook some bacon that 
be had taken from his haversack. I 
noticed that if the meat were divided 
tniong the picket pest there would be 
a thin slice for each man. If be ate it 


prince's own us* the Olympia, in which 
the late President McKinley rode to 
Washington for his second inaugura- 
tion, is being prepared. 


By far the larger portion of the stay 


of the "sailor prince" in the United 
States will be spent in travel, and the 
state department in Washington there- 
fore has spared no paius to make his 
journey comfortable.

From the Atlantic to the valley of the 
Mississippi and return, with tangent 
trips to famous battlefields and the 
falls of Niagara, the kaiser's brother 
will cover a distance of 5,000 miles. 


Full sway has been given to the 


Pennsyhania Railroad company to 
"make up" the Imperial train, with the 
reservation that the plans must be ap- 
proved by the state department. The 
only condition stipulated In the com- 
mission to the railroad company IK that 
the Qlyrnpia shall be refitted at. the 
prince's private car and that in adcli 
tlon to this there shall be one com- 
posite parlor, smoking and baggage 
car, one regular sleeper and three state 
room cars. This means that a solid 
Pullman train will be held in wiiitlnj. 
In Jersey City at the call of the \isitinj! 
party. Tbe officials of tbe Pullman 
company are already at work, and thcj 
promise to excel their best efforts. 


The Olympla, which is to be Princf 


Henry's cnstle during his tour of in 
epectlon of the United States, Is seven 
ty feet long and contains live private 
rooms and one sofa section for serv- 
ants. It will accommodate nine per 
»ona. Running the full length of tht 
car Is a hall four feet wide, finished In 
Mexican mahogany. As! of the roomr 
open into this passageway. In the two 
larger rooms of the Miit there arc laigi 
brass bedsteads, with drawers below 
and spaces for steamer trunks. Liu a 
torlea, mirrors and w ardrobes complete 
the equipment, and close at hand ft 
the private baths.

GOVERNOR RESIGNS 


Handicapped In Prosecutions Because 


of Action of Military 


Manila, Feb. 10.— The governor of the 


town of Cuguynn. province of Misujnis, 
has resigned, claiming that the military 
authorities there do nut recognize his 
authority In refusing to receive Lls 
writs of hubeuscoipus.* 


Some months ago, many of the lead' 


lug officials of Misuints province were 
arrested because they tendered a ban- 
quet to an hiMirgent colonel, and be- 
cause it vv as proved that they bad nlsa . 
contributed funds to the insurgent 
cause;. At thai time General Davis ic- 
quested that the province1 be transferred 
from civil to military control, 
'ibe 


military authorities in Misamis rc.- 
1'useil to allow tbe prisoners to be rep- 
resented by a lawj er sent by the civil 
commission, from Manila fur that pur- 
pose, claiming tbe arrested officials to 
be prisoners of war. 
Later General 


ChatToc? instructed General Davis to 
release the prisoner^ in question antl 
notified the civil authorities when ant) 
where they could arrest them should 
they desire to do so. But the fact that 
their oft'cnsc was committed before 1 he 
passage of the law of sedition makes 
further action in the matter improbable, 
General Chaft'ee defining it inadvisable 
that civilians should be tried by a mili- 
tary commission.

Green had done more than any other 
man in Missouri to break down the 
power of Thomas H. Benton as a 
leader oC the Democracy. His arraign- 
ment of Beutou before the people of 
Missouri in 1349, when ho was butihir- 
ty-lwo years of age, was one of the 
most aggressive and successful war- 
fares iu our political annals. Ilis pre- 
mature death was a loss to the coun-

splendid 


genius and the brilliant promise of his 
youth, he Us almost completely forgot- 
ten. It Isidoubtful if the country ever 
contained a. greater stumper than he. 
The Rev. SV. W. McMurray once ac- 
companied me on a speechuiaking trip 
to SbelbyVfllfr, Mo. Returning. he said: 


"The immense audience you had to- 


night reminded rue of the crowds that 
used to tttrti out to hear Jiiu Green. In 
the Know Nothing days Green began a 
speech in the courthouse in Shelbyville 
before an. audience made up of about 
half Democrats and half Know Noth- 
ings, a fact of which he was fully 
aware. On rising to speak he stretch- 
ed his tall form to its extreme height 
and, looking solemn as an owl, said, 'I 
take it 1'or granted that there are no 
Know Nothings here,' whereupon »very 
Know Nothing In the house yelled out: 
'You're mistaken!

OCEAN DERELICTS. 


The Fanny E. Wolcton Roamed Ten 


Thousand Miles. 


Perhaps it is the natural instinct 


to personify every craft that floats, 
perhaps it is because they were once 
the domiciles of living beings, that 
makes human interest in derelicts uni- 
versal. They are the embodiment of 
pathos, the'menace of tragedy. From 
the slavery of man they have gone 
forth to the freedom of the sea, which 
sneans, after all. that they are stumb- 
ling blindly on to that 
destruction 


which ' ultimatt-ly awaits all things 
which are without the law. Some of 
them last but a day; others float i'or 
years. The average n'liaher afloat is 
usually about twenty, but in 1873 au 
average of thirty-five a month was 
reported. Most derelicts arc made otf 
the coast, ot tho United States in the 
gulf stream, and they are prone to fol- 
low in the wal'e/ol the liners. Often 
they tollow the ocean river around its 
great circle, and many of them get 
into the Sargasso sea.

Fanny E. Wclston, a three-masted 
schooner, lumber-laden, which was 
abandoned October 13, 1891. and was 
last seen in 1804.
